"Thé government already has or- 
dered 8,860000 cases of graps- 
fruit juice, orange juice and other 
canned citrus products for the 
army, „lend-lease. and government 
use, and has permitted only grape- 
fruit juice-to be canned for civil- 
ians, ? 

Demand for juice will be much 
greater than the supply, and ra- 
tioning cannot affect the. supply, 
canners said. 

Last season canners put up 10,- 
000,000 boxes of grapefruit. and 
3,900 000 boxes of oranges.

Penalties For . 
Food ‘Hoarders ` 


Washington, Dec. 31 — Food 
boarders can be prosecuted under 
either one of two federal statutes, 
OPA officials reported today. 

One, covering false representa- 
tion, could be invoked because an 
individual registering for the new 
ration book must state the amount 
of rationed products he has on 
hand. That statement becomes a 
part of. government records, and 
any falsificatior! could be prose- 
cuted as a felony, punishable by a 
maximum $10,000 fine of 10 years 
in prison, or both. 

The second statute; a part of the 
second war powers act, describes 
as a misdemeanor‘any violation of 
rationing regulations. The maxi- 
mum penalty upon conviction is a

0f Taxation 


Live Oak, Dec. 31.—Discussing 


civic group recently, J. W. Blume 
of Live Oak, head’of the Uniform

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Stock Control 
Be Enforced 


Washington, Dec. 31.—The War 
Productíon board today put a limit 
on the volume of merchandise that 
mey be accumulated by big stores 
and wholesalers, in order to in- 
sure that smaller and financially 
weaker stores may get goods to 
meet their customers’ needs. 

The inventory control order Is 
meant to hold each store's inven- 
tory of tonsumers’ goods—not in- 
cluding food or petroleum products 

at the same level in relation to 
sales as the store maintained be- 
fore Pearl Harbor. Firms which 
have bullt up their stocks^to fx- 
cessive amounts will be brought 
into line by WPB controls over 
their buying. 

Described by WPB Chairman 
Donald Nelson as'a move to “as. 
sure a fair distribution of the lim- 
ited quantities of consumers’ goods 
available under a war economy,” 
the order is effective in the second 
quarter of 1943. This will give 
merchants a few months to bring 
their stocks down to normal size. 

Not, as tough as originally con- 
templated, the -restrictions cover 
only retailers, wholesalers and 
stock-carrying branches.of manu- 
facturers whose annual sales ex- 
ceed $200,000-and whose total mer- 
cantile inventory has $50,000 or 
more cost value. Even so, it. will 
effect an estimated 25,000 retailers, 
8,000 wholezalers and.12,000 manu- 
facture : 

For ‘smaller stores it will be
